The Election 
HI two most striking 
features of yesterday's 
Urban Council —_ election 
were, in this order: the 
gratifying {ncrease in the 
poll, and the decisive vic- 

‘tory of the Reform Club 
candidates. Contrary te 

expectations, votors — 
particularly Refotm Club 
supporters — favoured the 
block vote (It appears that 
over 4,000 out of at lenast 

4,465 voted according to 

the Club's ticket), 


Published figures show that 
6,048 of 14,682 on the roll 
voted, We sald yesterday a 
50 per cent poll (7,841) 
would be gratifying and 
any more, astonishing. Ip 
fact, 41.2 per cent of the 
electorate voted which by 
Hongkong — standards in 
falrly good; one might 
even assy it ia very good 
compared with the 14 per 
cent turnout at last year's 
election. 


Tt appears both from voters’ 
preferences and from re- 
porters’ observations that 
an large majority of the 
voturs were Chinese. This 
in a welcome development 
which tends to indicate 
that there has been wv 
Krowth of civic conscious- 
nesa during the year among 
the Chinese people entitled 
to vote. The size of tho 
vote also indicates that the 
electorate has to some ex- 
tent shaken off tho apathy 
which marked Inst year's 
poll. 


T is hard to avoid the con- 
clusion, however, that al- 
though the {nerensed poll 
may also be attributable to 
the fact that for the first 
timo in the Colony's histo 
the election was a “‘politi- 
cal” conteat between twe 
arties, the poll might have 
een bigger had there been 
more lively and controver- 
sial issues and an active 
campaign fought ot on 
the hustings, Instead of 
over the radio and in news- 
paper columns, 


To be perfectly fair one 
should also point out that 
all candidates have pro- 
fessional duties to carry 
out at the same time, This 
muat necessarily limit: the 
time that they are able to 
devote to electioneering, 


There are posslbly other ren- 
sons why the poll was not 
bigger. It seems that the 
Civic Association lacks the 
organisational ability of 
the Reform Club in the 
electorate. The Civic As- 
Bocintion might claim that 
had more voted, its figures 
would hive been more in- 
spiring, since out of the 
6,000 who voted, around 
about 4,000 voted solidly

UST as silverware thrives 
on use, linen also im- 
proves with constant use. 
This fs becnuse use neces- 
sitates frequent laundering 
which, if it is done properly, 
will make the fabric softer, 
more lustrous and = more 
luxurious to the touch. 


Incidentally, the term “Hnens” 
now has a broader meaning. To 
be In this category, tablecloths, 
napkins, runners, dollics and 
pince mats need not necessarily 
have originated in a field of 
flax, They con be woven of 
cotton or rayon and can be as 
fragile os lace or as sheer uxt 
organdy. So long os they fit the

For the second time in just over two years, Geoff Bradford, Bristol 
Rovers’ international inside-forward, is fighting to save his career, after 
an operation that would have finished most footballers. 

In 1953 hat-trick ace Bradford came through a major operation on his right 


knee.
